The applicatton of barnyard mennre 
after specially absorbent erops re 
plenishes the soil with plant food. 

Hay area is pastured two reare end 
crops cut from it ‘wo yeare, then 
plowed under. 

Rape seed !s eown with oat eTop, 
providing pasture for cattle and sheep 
for more than three months cfter har- 
vest. 

The general conduct of the farm is 
closely in accord with mixed farming 
principles, which protect any soil from 
depletion. 


HOME INDUSTRY 


How it Has Been Injured in the Case 
| of Wool Manufacture 
“Canada an example and warning” 
in the subject of a pamphlet issued by 
Thomas O. Marvin, of the Home Mar- 
ket Club, Boston. He says that the 
wool manufactured in the Dominion 
of Canada is as old, and theoretical y 
it should be as prosperous an indus- 
try as it is in the United (tates, yet 
the entire production of the Canadian 
jmills is. less than that of a single 
{American company. “Two out, of 
three of the inhabitants of the Do- 
minion,” he eaid, “are clothed wholly 
In foreign fabrics, as agatnst less than 
one in ten of the American peop!e.” 
|} He then proceeds to investigate 
this extraordinary difference. Fifty 
years ago the countries were prac- 
tically on an equal so far as this 
great branch of textile manufacturing 
was concerned. The Canadian mi-ls 
had been mansged with shrewdness 
and ability. There has been no dearth 
ef capital or of skilled operatives. 
Many of these capitalists or mii 
owners, finally despairing of success 
in Canada had wored to the United 
States and there had become euecess- 


ful manufacturers. Bo, too, with the 
operators, A considerable proportion 
of the -best bers, wearers and 


dyers in American mills today had 
| found thelr way to these mills by way 
| of Canada. 

In 1861, en adequate protective 
tariff in which wool and its manufac- 
tures were included, was enacted for 
the American people by their govern- 
ment, and under the ag- 
| gregate value of American wool pro- 
ducts ‘inet from $73,454,000 In 
1860 to $507,219,000 in 1910. Under 
a policy of late years of inadequate 
protection, however, the wool manu- 
facture of Canada had entirely failed 
{to increase but was actually decreas- 
ing, as witnees the large number of 
mills that had closed. The seep 
themselves were dieappearing. While 
| there were $,155,0@) sheep in Canada 
|{ n1871, there were only 2106,000 in 
| 1910, while in the United States on 
| the other hand, the number had grown 
from 27,286,000 to 41,999,000, 

“In other words,” gays Mr, Marvin, 
| ‘inadequate protection robs Canada of 
a great natural industry once strong 
and prosperous and has made Canada 
i the best outside customer of the creat 
| manufacturing clothlers of the United 
| States,”
